With th e p resent war sh utting off 
ev en th e limited foreign markets th e 
result h as been a 
record-breaking 
wh eat surp lus h ere, h e said, and U. 
S. farmers need some measure

it 
and ponder on whether or not each 
word 
and sentence has good com­ 
mon, timely sense in it. 
Perhaps, to those who keep up with 
world affairs, there was nothing es­ 
pecially new expressed in Mr. Roose­ 
velt’s speech. He earnestly and simp­ 
ly laid a situation before the people 
of this hemisphere again, that they 
may 
understand 
that this nation 


does not propose to sit calmly 
on 
the side lines and see all the things 
that built a great free nation, cast 
into the furnace of Hitler’s hell.
